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unless the same are taxed as costs and paid by 
the defendant.

CHAPTER 129. 

AN ACT to confer and impose criminal jurisdic-
tion upon the county court of La Crosse 
county. 

The people of tlw state of Wisconsin, represented in 
smote and assembly, do enact as follows: 

Criminal juris- SECTION 1. Criminal jurisdiction is hereby

Shall have and SECTION 2. The county court of the county 
exercise all 
rights given to of La Crosse shall have and exercise all the 
justices of the  
peace. Juris- jurisdiction, authority, powers and rights 
diction, given by law to justices of the peace in crimi-

nal actions. Said court shall have exclusive 
jurisdiction to try all cases of misdemeanor. 
and all prosecutions under the Police regula-
tions of the state (bastardy excepted) arising 
within said county, and shall have power to 
sentence and commit all persons convicted of 
any such offenses. Said court shall have au-
thority and jurisdiction throughout said county 
to issue warrants for the apprehension of per-
F0114 charged with the commission of any felony 
or bastardy within said county, and to exam-
ine such alleged offenders and commit or hold 
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them to bail the same as a justice of the peace 
might otherwise do. On the plea of guilty by 
one accused of crime, the said court shall have 
jurisdiction and power to sentence the accused 
for any offense for which the highest penalty 
provided by law does not exceed five years im-
prisonment in the state prison. On and after 
the first Monday in May, A. D. 1897, no justice 
of the peace, police justice or court commig-
sioner within said county shall have or exercise 
any jurisdiction in criminal cases, or prosecu-
tions under the police regulations of the state, 
except that in cases of felony and bastardy, such 
justices and court commissioners may issue war-
rants of arrest returnable to said county court; 
mid when so doing they shall cause the com-
plaint in any such case to be forthwith filed in 
said county court. Nothing in this section, or in 
this act, shall be construed as conferring upon 
said county court jurisdiction in cases arising 
under any city or village ordinance, or as inter-
fering with the jurisdiction of justices in cases 
arising under such ordinances. 

SECTION 3. The register in probate of said Regiaterin 

La Crosse county shall be the clerk of said glr:rbkaNc=a7 

county court in all proceedings had under the court' 

provisions of this act, and shall be styled 
"clerk of the county court." Said clerk shall 
keep a record of such proceedings of said court 
substantially in the same form as the docket 
of a justice of the peace, and perform all the 
ministerial acts required of him by and under 
the direction of said county court. 

SEcnoN 4. No criminal or bastardy action Regarding the 

or proceeding, or prosecution under the Police crerrgirali°cfases. 
regulation of the state, shall be removable from 
said county court for trial or examination; but 
when it shall appear, by the affidavit of the ac- 
cased or of his attorney, that the judge thereof 
is disqualified, by reason of prejudice or other 
cause, to hear or try any such action or pro- 
ceeding, he shall, and if by reason of absence, 
sickness or temporary disability he is unable to 
Perform his duties, he may, by order in writing 
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to be filed in said court, call in any court com-
missioner of said county to act in his stead; 
and in case of the inability of the county 
judge to make such order, the same may be 
made by the circuit judge of La Crosse county; 
and such court commissioner when so called in 
shall have and possess all the powers and au-
thority conferred, and shall perform all the du-
ties imposed upon said county judge by this act. 
S'uch court commissioner shall receive from the 
county treasury the sum of five dollars for 
each day, and three dollars for each half day 
(luring which he shall so serve. 

Sit 'rim. 5. Trial by jury may be had in said 
county court of all actions brought therein by 
virtue of the jurisdiction herein conferred and 
imposed in the same manner as now had in jus-
tices' courts; and appeals to the circuit court of 
said county may be taken in the same manner 
and with like effect as now provided for ap-
peals from justices of the peace. 

SErriox 6. The sheriff of La, Crosse county 
shall be the officer of said court awl shall serve 
its processes and carry int() effect its orders 
and judgments, and shall be in attendance 
either in person or by deputy during all trials 
and examinations held or conducted by virtue 
of the jurisdiction herein conferred; provided. 
that the warrants of said court may be served 
by the constables of said county, and by the 
chief of police or marshal of any incorporated 
city or village in said county. The fees of 
Witnesses, jurors, the sheriff and other officers, 
and the taxable costs of cases in said court shall 
be _the same as in justices' courts. 

SEcTioN 7. It shall be lawful for the said 
county judge to charge and collect, the same 
fees in all actions or proceedings in said court 
as are allowed by law to justices of the peace 
in similar cases. The clerk of said court shall 
keep an itemized account of all money received 
from defendants in all prosecutions in said 
ec urt; all fees, costs, fines a ml penalties re-
ceived shall be by said county judge paid over

of three hundred dollars to be expended by him 
for clerk hire and clerical assistance in the per-
formance of the duties herein imposed; said 
salary and clerk hire shall be paid from the 
county treasury as other salaries of county Offi-
cers are paid. It shall be lawful for the Nullity 
board of said county at any time before the elec-
tion of a judge, to fix the salary for the ensu-
ing term for all services of every kind to be ren-
dered said county by said judge, and to require 
all fees received by the county judge by virtue 
of his office to be paid into the county treasury. 

SECTION 10. This act shall take effect and be 
in force from and after the first Mondqv in 
Mar, A. D. 1897.
